1. Independent Claims 1, 14, and 18 

1.1 Concerning Claim 1 

Dl, which is considered to be the closest prior art to the subject matter of claim 1, discloses a method and 
a server for personalized search provided to offer a personalized search service to each user even if the 
server separately stores user information and the user is not logged in to the server by generating cookie 
information and offering the personalized search service using the cookie information when the user 
requests the search. Although there are not the components in Dl explicitly, those components are 
considered to be a minor difference over the disclosure of Dl, that fall under the general knowledge by a 
person skilled in the art. Therefore, claim 1 lacks an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3). 

1.2 Concerning Claims 14 and 18 

Dl, which is considered to be the closest prior art to the subject matter of claims 14 and 18, discloses a 
method for receiving a search query, discriminating search cookie from the received cookie information, 
generating the search result, and providing the personalized search result list. Although a second input and 
a candidate is not specified explicitly, those are considered to be a minor difference over the disclosure of 
Dl, that fall under the general knowledge by a person skilled in the art. Therefore, claims 14 and 18 lack 
an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3). 

2. Dependent Claims 2-13, 15-17, and 19-20 
2.1 Concerning Claim 2 

The additional feature of dependent claim 2 is considered to be a minor difference over the disclosure of 
Dl, that falls under the general knowledge by a person skilled in the art. Therefore, claim 2 lacks an 
inventive step under PCT Article 33(3).
